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BREEDERS’ CUP JUVENILE TURF RUNNER-UP TIZ THE BOMB 
TABBED AS 3-1 FAVORITE IN KENTUCKY JOCKEY CLUB 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (Thursday, Nov. 25, 2021) — Phoenix Thoroughbreds’ $1 million Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Turf (Grade I) 
runner-up Tiz the Bomb was tabbed as the 3-1 morning line favorite in Saturday’s 95" running of the $400,000 Kentucky Jockey Club 
(GID, the featured event on Saturday’s “Stars of Tomorrow II” program at Churchill Downs 

Trained by two-time Kentucky Jockey Club-winning conditioner Kenny McPeek, Tiz the Bomb finished second by 1 1⁄2 
lengths to Modern Games in the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Turf when he rallied from more than seven lengths off the early pace. 

“Weve always thought highly of him from the start,” jockey Brian Hernandez Jr. said. “Before the (Juvenile Turf) he 
handled things professionally when we were waiting behind the gate during the scratch situation. He ran a really good effort to finish 
second after we got back a little bit farther than we planned at the start.” 

Bettors were rewarded with Tiz the Bomb’s 7-1 mutuel price in the Juvenile Turf after Modern Games was mistakenly 
scratched from the tote system but allowed to run for purse money only. 

Saturday’s 1 1/16-mile Kentucky Jockey Club will award points to the Top 4 finishers on a 10-4-2-1 scale toward a spot in the 
starting gate in the 148% running of the Kentucky Derby presented by Woodford Reserve (GI). McPeek has made six starts in the 
Kentucky Derby and finished second in 1995 with Tejano Run. 

“Weve been on the Road to the Kentucky Derby before and it’s always exciting,’ McPeek said. “We have three really nice 
horses so far this year in Rattle N Roll along with Tiz the Bomb and Smile Happy, who are in the Jockey Club.” 

McPeek won the 2018 edition of the Kentucky Jockey Club with Signalman and in 2001 with Repent. 

The Kentucky Jockey Club will go as Race 11 of 12 with a post time of 5:56 p.m. (all times Eastern). First post is 1 p.m.

The Road to the Kentucky Oaks will also continue Saturday where Susan Moulton’s dominant 10 */-length winner of the 
$200,000 Rags to Riches Sandstone was made the 8-5 morning line favorite in the $400,000 Golden Rod (GII). 

Run at 1 1/16 miles, the Golden Rod will award the Top 4 finishers points on a 10-4-2-1 scale on the Road to the Kentucky 
Oaks. The 78" running of the race will go as Race 10 at 5:27 p.m.

In the Lively Shively, Tom Durant’s recent 7 '/2-length allowance Tejano Twist was made the 7-5 morning line choice while 
J and J Stables and Nicholas Vaccarezza’s undefeated $150,000 Myrtlewood Stakes winner Sweet Dani Girl was tabbed as the 5-2 
choice in the Fern Creek.

Inaugurated in 2005, Churchill Downs’ “Stars of Tomorrow” programs have helped launched the careers of numerous graded 
stakes winners, including more than 50 future Grade I winners led by Horse of the Year champions Gun Runner (2017) and Rachel 
Alexandra (2009), Kentucky Derby winner Super Saver (2010), Kentucky Oaks winners Rachel Alexandra (2009), Believe You Can

KENTUCKY DERBY FUTURE WAGER OPENS THURSDAY; ‘ALL OTHERS’ EVEN-MINEY FAVORITE, JACK 
CHRISTOPHER 10-1 SECOND CHOICE — The pari-mutuel field of “All Other Colts and Geldings from the 2019 Foal Crop” 
is likely to be a strong even-money favorite in Pool 1 of the 2022 Kentucky Derby Future Wager, which kicks off a four-day run at 
Churchill Downs on Thanksgiving Day. Jack Christopher, the impressive Champagne (GI) winner for trainer Chad Brown who 
expected to resume training in early 2022, is anticipated to be the 10-1 second choice. 

Pool 1 assumes that horses under the care of trainers suspended from competing in the 2022 Kentucky Derby will not be 
under consideration. To that end, prospects Corniche, Messier, Pinehurst and Rockefeller are not among the 22 individual betting 
interests and are included within the pari-mutuel field. 

Jack Christopher, who was expected to be the $2 million Breeders’ Cup Juvenile (GI) favorite, was scratched from the Nov. 5 
race, and had a screw inserted into his left shin due to a stress fracture shortly thereafter.

The Kentucky Derby Future Wager will be offered concurrently with the seventh annual Kentucky Derby Sire Future Wager, 
which provides bettors with a unique opportunity to wager on select breeding stars and their entire crop of juveniles with the hope of 
winning next year’s Kentucky Derby. 

Offspring sired by Quality Road, including Corniche, was made the individual 8-1 favorite by oddsmaker Mike Battaglia. 
“All Other Sires” is the 6-1 early choice.

This marks the ninth consecutive year that Churchill Downs has hosted Future Wager pools in November on closing 
weekend of its Fall Meet. 

The Kentucky Derby Future Wagers provide fans of Thoroughbred racing with opportunities to place bets on possible 
entrants in the Kentucky Derby presented by Woodford Reserve (Grade I) at odds that could be far greater and more attractive than 
those available on the day of the race. The 148 running of Kentucky Derby, America’s greatest race and the first leg of the Triple 
Crown, is set for Saturday, May 7, 2022 at Churchill Downs. 

Bets can be placed at Churchill Downs Racetrack, TwinSpires.com and other online wagering outlets and satellite wagering 
centers across North America. 

There are no refunds in the Kentucky Derby Future Wager. Should Churchill Downs officials determine during the duration 
of this week’s four-day pool that one of the wagering interests has experienced an injury, illness or other circumstance that would 
prevent the horse from participating in the Kentucky Derby, betting on the individual horse will be suspended immediately.
